Commissioner of Forestry, J. T Rothrock, 


of West Chester is authority for the state- 
ment that the largest chestnut tree in the state 
of Pennsylvania is located in Bucks county, 
on the farm of Irvin Shontz, between Mil- 
ford Square and Spinnerstown.

As the yearp roll by and tho recollection 


of the civil war grow faii.''ir and fainter 
while children who were born after the tei 
litic conflict liuve grown up into manhooi 
and taken their places in the whirl of bus:

nicnt is iu supporting the pension roll. 
There was a time when a man dare not sa 
a word in condemnation of such extravagar 
expenditure, but to such proportions Lav 
the pension rolls now grown ihat as a matte 
of necessity a halt must be called. 


This is a mutter which now requires th 


lanishment cf all sentiment. 
Tho war hi 


been over for thirty-three years. Those wh 
wore entitled to pensions should haveapplie 
^ears ago, and not come in at this late dii 
xpectiug an easy government to suppoi 
them. 
Even if all payments were stopped 


his government will have acquitted itself 
admirably and nobly in extending aid as 


,ong as it has. 
It is perfectly right and 


proper for the government to maintain pro- 
per liomes for aged and indigent soldiers 
but there should be a protest against further 
issuance of pensions.

S( von years ago Booker 1. Washing- 


ton, lbr> greatest American negro of his 
time, called a conference of colored 
farmers of tho south to moot at Tupka- 
goo. The conference ban como togotbor 
annually ever since. It measures year 
by yi ar tho progress of tho agricultural 
negro of tho south. Tho movement has 
spread from Alabuma into neighboring 
status tmtil tho Tnskogoo conference 
that mot recently included tlologatoa 
from Georgia, Sonth Carolina, Florida, 
MisHJSKippi and oven Texas. 


Unique and piutnrosqno to a degree 


•were tho proceedings of the conference. 
Tho Macks of the southern agricultural 
districts aro not hampered by conven- 
tionalism as the northern city negro is, 
i\nfl they spoke out in meeting exactly 
vj.M thoy thought. There was a tenden- 
cy manifested to whack tho southern 
negro preacher. Tho resolutions adopted 
us tlin expression of tho delegates do 
Glared for securing land, diversifying 
crops, raising fruit and poultry and 
"improving and purifying tho character 
of thu ministry." A brother Iroui C'rook 
Stand, Macon county, brought down 
tho house by making report for Crook 
Stand as follows: "Do colored people 
in Creek Stand have got 2,000 acres of 
land, and do preacher am still oalliu' 
fur more money dau he gits. " Ho con- 
tiuui d, "Wo givos do preacher all he is 
wnil, don wo quits." 


Buokor T. Washington, tho loader

Dull and insensate indeed tho negro 
race of the south must be if Booker 
Washington's words do not rouse an- 
swering vibrations of courage and am- 
bition in their souls. Tho negro leader 
bade them buy land and own their 
hoinns. Ho said: "I want ovory one of 
yon to oomo bero with tho idea of got 
ting something to make him better oft 
than when bo came bore. Only a few 
of thoso wo want to help nro hero, bnt 
if eaoh one comes with tho determina- 
tion to mako himself stronger and to go 
homo and help others ho will do groat 
good." Ho bado them improve tboir 
sohoolhouses, raise their rv 
i fruits, 


vegetables and mont and givj ueir fam- 
ilies decent homos to live in. 


Eijjiity-fivo per cent of tho southern

College Morals. 


It is an interesting question whether 


tho morals of college students in our 
day nro {.'rowing heifer or worse. Cer- 
tainly college students aromoro athletic 
and better trained physically than they 
wore 40 years ago. There aro those who 
claim thut with this superior physical 
development havo come a rowdyism 
and brutality among students that did 
not characterize them when the ideal 
collogo youth was pale, long hairod and 
caved in at the stomach. 


ProsidnHt Charles F. Thwingof West- 


ern Reserve university and Adolbort 
college oontradiuts emphatically tbo 
notion that students aro worse morally 
than they were in the old time. Ho says 
tho report of college deviltries and es- 
capadus iu tbo newspapers aru apt to bo 
exaggerated, and in any case tbo col- 
IOKO boys aro bettor morally as a class 
than the same number of young rjon 
outside the college. That much ho con- 
siders C'rtaiu. IIo says: "Tho 
col- 


lego man is none too good, but ho ia 
growing bettor with each pahbiug gener- 
ation, lie now represents tho highest 
typo of j ouug manhood. Ho will con- 
tinue to grow bettor with each passing 
generation. Ho will emboflj a yet h'uur 
and nobl T typo of manhood." 


Tho tendency—a correct one, too—is 


to give college students more personal 
freedom .md mako use of less "bossing" 
and spying among thorn. Tbo old way 
was to mako rultw for them to observe 
and then lot them alone, only punish- 
ing them when they broke the rules. 
Tho now way is to lot them be as free 
as possible and have their toaohors and 
professors more closely associated with 
them and exorcise a friendly personal 
influence over them as from man to 
man. But tho best means for training 
morality into tho collogo youth is to 
make him work and work hard, says 
Dr. Thwing, and right ho is.

Tho roaton given is the melancholy ono 
that strikes dono good to the employees 
themselves. Hereafter sweatshop and 
contract clothing workmen will silently 
and steadily strive for tho abolishment 
of tbo entire contract labor system so 
far as their trade is concerned. 


Monuments to the heroes who lost 


their lives on tho Maine will bo erected 
in many parts of the country. Proceed- 
ings looking to that end are already on 
foot. 
I< is too soon. First the benevo-' 


leutly inclined should use their money 
to help the families of tho Maine dead. 


I After the wants of tho living are re- 


lieved there will be plenty of time to 
build monuments to the dead. 


Poclcet Peace Argument. 


Tho slowly dying out habit of war 


between nations is not owing BO much 
to milder sentiments among mankind 
as to the fact that fighting docs not pay. 
Tho mightiost peace argument of mod- 
ern timos is the pocket argument. 


The prosperity of the United States, 


of England, of Japan, of Germany and 
of China all depends on the develop- 
ment of commerce and manufactures. 
Btissia, a half developed nation indus- 
trinlly, docs not care so much for peace, 
while French vanity ia liable to bo in- 
flamed at any time in favor of war 
•whether it is to her bost interests or 
not. 
Tho German ornporor's vanity 


would bo also likely to run his country 
into war regardless if he were allowed 
his own way. 


To the othor civilized nations war is 


a horror and a most disastrous thing. 
The war between Spain and Cuba is so 
hurtful to tho United States that the 
pocket argument is really our most 
cogent reason for not deferring interven- 
tion much longer. It is certain that 
England would give us her moral sup- 
port in caso of intervention. Why? Bo- 
canse tho Cuban war has injured the 
English financially almost as much as it 
has us. English capital invested in Cuba 
amounts to not loss than $00,000,000. 
Not a cent of dividends has boen de- 
clared on this capital .since tho war be- 
gan. Neither is that tho worst. The to- 
bacco and sugar plantations owned by 
Englishmen have boeu ruined, and it 
will take years to bring them up again. 
It has cost the English stockholders of 
Cuban railways $20,000,000 to repair 
damages to these roads since tho war 
begau. No wonder Great Britain is tired 
of the Cuban war, almost as tired of it 
as we aro. 


The Sun's Kelipse. 


Returns indicate that tho photographs 


taken of tho total ochpso of the suu in 
India Jan. 22 wore tho most successful 
over rnado of sucb a pbouomouou. They 
will give astronomers opportunity to 
study moro minutely ttmn over tbo great 
corona of tho sun. The corona is the 
ring of light that extends around out- 
side the dark body of tho moon and 
sends forth gigantic streamers or tongues 
of light in differeut directions. A fact 
worth noting is that these streamers are 
of irregular length. It is likely that 
they are the longest whore the disturb 
aiice inside the 
BUD itself is the most 


violent. Tho light of the sun is believed 
to bo caused by immeasurable quantities 
of burning hot gases. It has been found 
possible to reduce to a gas every known 
substance on the earth. The different 
gases so far discovered by means of 
spectral analysis to exist iu tho sun are 
the same as those known on the earth. 
The sun, therefore, is composed of the 
same materials as our earth, but these 
materials are so hot that they esitt in a 
molten and gaseous state. 


During the January eclipse Lieuten- 


ant Blackert of the British army found 
vary close to the sun a star whose place 
is not known to be mapped out any- 
where. If his observation is correct, 
this is a new star, perhaps a planet, 
inside tho orbit of Mercury. 
Astrono- 


mers had previously discovered during 
eclipses what they thought to be two 
new planets closer to the sun than Mer- 
cury. 
If there are such, they must be 


very hot spheres to live on.

ed States to have a minitter resident in 
Cuba, for Cuba is supposed to be only a 
colony of Spain, and our minister to 
Spain must live at Madrid. The duties 
of many of our ministers at foreign 
courts are, however, far less difficult 
and important than those of Consul 
General Lee. 
His position is a very 


arduous and awkward one. A consul's 
duties include ordinarily only the look- 
ing after commercial affairs and seeing 
that tho lives and property of citizens of 
his country are safe in the place to 
which he is accredited. He has nothing 
to do with matters political. General 
Lee's case is, however, exceptional. 
In 


the impossibility of our having a direct 
political representative in Cuba it comes 
about that tho consul general's task is 
under present conditions almost wholly 
a political one, and nobly has he per- 
formed thut task.

Ho describes it in 
The Forum, Ho bolioves that without 
any law at all, but simply by mutual 
agreement strictly lived up to, tbe honao- 
boldera of a ooniinuinty can make their 
noighborho id shtmaoil as a plague spot 
by wanderiug vagruuts. 


It is certain that tba greatest annoy- 


ance and danger from tramps are in 
small villages and farm neighborhoods. 
Cities havo police forco and law to dsal 
with those lazy, dirty gentry, who are 
becoming ever Hammer more and morn 
of a unifianoe and menace in tbe rural 
districts. Mr. Eood considers that the 
public itself is entirely responsible for 
tb« tramp ovil. If sentimental persons 
did not give food to tramps, there would 
soon be no tramps 
If the tramp could 


get no food or lodging without working 
for it, be would go to work. 


Mr. Hood details his scheme thus: 
1. Let the hou^cholderi of a village or the 


formers of a specified locality hold a ineedng 
and formally apreo that, for tho period of one 
year, no tramp not actually suffeiing shall be 
given food, clothing or shelter unifies he per- 
form in advance sufficient woilc, at the pre- 
vailing rate of -wnet'S, to pay for what he re- 
ceives.
